Did 
we believe the mings of Kootenay to 
be too poor to reminerate ‘or even at- 
tract a white population, the circum- 
stance of their falliig into the hands 
of Chinese would kiardly be matter of 
regret. Perhaps the chief'recommen- 
dation of that clas#/of our population 
js that they work tt e poorer diggings 
which others despise. Bat we have 
every reason to jelieve that, so far 
from,this being thé case, ithe Koote- 
nay mines are not Epoor, ate very fair 
average diggings, far more profitable: 
tothe masses thati those: of Cariboo: 
have proved, so far, at least. The most: 
important feature of the;case, how- 
ever, is that there is much ground in 
and around the present gold fields of 
Kootenay still, to be prospected, and 
believed by many to be at least equal 
to that which is being worked. It is 
well known that Chinese are not pros: 
pectors. When “Jobn” can “ketche” 
diggings all ready opened yp he makes 
u good, industrious miner,and leaves 
little or no waste. But be lacks thé 
ente*prise and tact so ¢ssential td 
prospeciing, and is content to plod 
away with a patience and jpersistence 
some others mightimitate avith advan: 
tage. Thus, while there isia certainty 
that the last speck of gold will be ex: 
tracted from the ground inthe present 
workings, there is about ah equal cer- 
tainty -that these workings will be 
little, if at all, extended, and the 
chance of having the durrounding 
country prospected is cut Off, at least 
But theré is another 
ground upon which we gegard as a 
public calamity, the advent of a Chin- 
ese population in a miningicamp capa- 
ble of sustaining a populagion of Ku- 
ropeans. The Chinese donot become 
subjects of our country. 4 They will 
not make Colonists. While engaged 
in extracting the gold—thp country’s 
Wealth—they contribute iittle, much 
less than their fair quota, wwards the 
revenue or the institutians of ‘the 
country. When they have it ex- 
tracted, away they go, or, a¢ all events, 
away it goes to their native land, leav- 
ing British Columbia just go much the 
poorer for their operatign. Of all 
classes who come to this @olony the 
Chinese are unquestionably the least 
profitable; and hence it issthat we re- 
gret to see them monopolize a whole 
mining camp, which ouglit to sustain 
& white population of more than a 
thousand persons. , We will doubtless 
be told that the Chinese hmve as good 
aright to buy out white nities as the 
latter have to buy out cach other. 
Their right we do not jn any way 
question. But we do qhestion the 
wisdom of allowing that dlass of our 
population to carry off sosmuch of our 
wealth, and give so little tin return— 
evade their fair share 6f taxation. 
Class legislation is, as a rule, objectidn- 
able; but when we have to deal with a 
very considerable element in the pop- 
ulation which can only be reached by 
that means class legislation is not 
only admissable but becoines a necess- 
ity. The habits and ididsyncrasiecs of 
these people are so essentially unique 
that our present system of revenue 
Will not touch them fairly, and it be- 
Comes necessary that a) special tax 
Should be imposed upon them in order 
to equalize taxation. This is done.in 
*ther mining countries. We are 
quite aware that the “Instructions”

position of special taxes upon perséns 
of Asiatic origin; but surely there is a 


- | possibility of having these “Instragt- 


ions” so modified as to admit of a poll- 
tax upon Chinese. It is hardly fair 
for the Imperial Government to thrpw 
so small and young a community ako 
gether upon its own resources—cém- 
pelus to pay our way. and defind 
ourselves, and at the same time impose 
such restrictions as will prevent sur 
Government from carrying isto effect 
a fiscal system which would fall equit- 
ably upon all elasses of the community. 
General principles are all very welf as 
abstract. theories; but systems mist 
bend to circumstances. Our ciredém- 
stances are peculiar, and any Impegial 
instructions which are found to inftict 
injustice upon the British element, 
and confer undue advantages and im- 
munities upon that class of the popu- 
lation which of all others is of fhe 
least value to us, has the smallest 
claim upon our consideration—shoald 
be at once recalled or abrogated.
